BERKELEY,  Cal..  Nov.  20.— Nine 
persona  were  Injur**!,  none  fatally, 
when  two  electric  traina  of  the  Oak- 
land, Ban  Francisco  and  San  Joae 
railroad  .trashed  together  in  a  head-on 
collision  near  the  Berkeley  pier  to- 
night. 

A  miatake  on  the  part  of  a  tower- 
man  in  throwing  a  switch  is  believed 
to  have  caused  the  accident.  A  heavily 
loaded  Berkeley  train  was  leaving  the 
Key  Route  pier  and  a  Twenty-second 
avenue  train  was  approaching  when 
the  two  were  thrown  upon  the  sasse 
track. 

The  trains  were  going  at  about  12 
miles  an  hour  when  they  struck.  The 
forward  car  of  the  Berkeley  train  was 
almost  completely  demolished.  Panic 
followed,  but  as  quickly  as  possible  the 
Injured  were  hurried  to  an  Oakland 
hospital.

J  D.  Taylor,  the  member  for  New 
Westminster,  has  succeeded  In  getting 
the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works  to  the  scheme  proposed  by  En- 
gineer Le  Baron,  the  Mississippi  rlv? 
er  engineer,  whom  the  public  bodies 
in  New  Westminster  engaged  five 
years  ago  to  report  on  the  best  meth- 
od of  permanently  improving  the  en- 
trance to  the  river.  He  recommended 
long  jetties  at  Stevoston,  running 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  seaward  to 
deep  water,  and  thus  providing  a 
course  for  tha  liver  which  would  car- 
ry sediment  out  to  sea  and  obviate 
dredging.  • 

In  pursunce  of  this  the  government 
is  now  calling  for  tenders  up  to  Decem- 
ber "19  for  the  construction  of  a  Jetty 
on  the  Steveston  lde  for  a  mile  and 
a  half  Into  the  gulf.  If  thia  Is  Inef- 
fective a  corresponding  jetty  will  be 
built  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river. 

The  schema  was  to  some  extent  op- 
posed by  Mr.  Pretty  of  Vancouver  and 
his  associates,  who  are  here  asking  the

Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier  at  the  conclusion  of 
a  bitter  speech  moved  a  singular 
amendment,  in  which,  in  defiance  of 
constitutional  practice,  the  governor- 
general  was  urged  to  express  dissatis- 
faction with  the  House  of  Commons 
in  approving  the  composition  of  the 
ministry.  As  Mr.  Borden  observed, 
this  was  a  return  to  the  constitution- 
al practice  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
year*   ago. 

Sir  Wilfrid   Laurier's  amendment,  af- 
ter   referring   to  the  resolution  of   1909 
and  to  the  naval  policy  of  the  late  ad- 
ministration,   said    that    with    regard    to 
that  policy  and  to  the  question  of  naval 
defense   there  Is  in   the  present  cabinet 
a  flagrant  conflict   of  opinion,  and  that 
some    of    its    members    have   repeatedly 
denounced  naval  defense  in  any  form.  It 
proceeded    to    submit    to    th*>    governor- 
general   that  it  Is   a   fundamental   prin- 
ciple of  constitutional  government  that 
thr    advisers     of     the  *  crown    shall     be 
heartily    in    accord    with    all    Important 
questions  of  public  policy,  and  that  the 
inclusion   by  the  premier  in   the  present 
cabinet   of   members   holding  diametric- 
ally opposite  views  on  a  question  so  im- 
portant to  the  dominion  and  the  empire 
Iq  contrary  to  the  principles  of  respon- 
sible   government    and    should      not    re- 
ceive  the  approval  of   the  house. 
Premier's  Statement. 
Mr.  Borden's  statement  upon  the  navy 
was    that    the    present    government      re- 
gards the  policy  of  the  late  government 
as     ineffective,     unduly     expensive  and 
usei«;sa;    that   it  will   consider  its  policy 
carefully,  feeling  that  in  framing  a  per- 
manent  policy  on  so  important     a  sub- 
ject is  better  to  be  right  that  to  be  In 
a  hurry;   and    that    when    the>  policy    is 
settled  an  opportunity  will  be  given  the 
people  to  pronounce  on  it.     He  also  stat- 
ed  that  the  Liberals  had  argued  part  of 
the  time  that  reciprocity  would  give  the 
farmers   higher   prices,  and  part  of   ths 
time    that    It    would    give    them    lower 
prices. 

Discussing  the  cabinet  he  said  he 
could  tell  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  that  it 
was  not  formed  with  any  Idea  of  pleas- 
ing him.  The  proposals  of  the  late  Gov- 
ernment Involved  the  expenditure  of 
nearly  $55,000,000  on  the  navy  in  the 
next  ten  years  and  when  completed  it 
would  be  obsolete.  Such  a  system  Of 
wasteful  expenditure  should  be  abolish- 
ed and  the  government  would  do  it.  The' 
whole  policy  would  be  reconsidered.  In 
so  grave  and  important  departure,  af- 
fecting for  all  time  to  come  the  rela- 
tions of  the  Dominion  to  the  rest  of 
the  empire  it  was  infinitely  better  to  be 
right  than  to  be  tn  a  hurry.  The  ques- 
tion of  permanent  cb-operatlon  between 
this  Dominion  and  the  rest  of  the  em- 
pire should  be  threshed  out  and  de- 
bated before  the  people  and  they  should 
be  given  an  opportunity  of  pronouncing 
on  It.  In  the  meantime  the  government 
wot  Id  take  power  to  ascertain  what, 
were  the  conditions  which  confronted 
the  empire. 

.As  regarded  former  differences  with 
Mr.  Monk,  it  was  true  they  had  not  seen 
eye  to  eye  on  ths  subject  of  the  emer- 
gent condition  which  he  two  years  ago 
thought  existed.  The  point  that  divided 
them  waa  not  a  question  of  policy,  but 
of  fact.  Mr.  Monk  had  said  over  and 
over  again  that  when  emergency  con- 
fronted tha  empire  he  and  his  friends 
would  do  Chair  duty.  He  and  Mr.  Monk 
agreed  that  the  people  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  pronounce  on  any  scheme 
of  permanent  cooperation  proposed. 

Messrs.  Outhrie  and  Foster  followed 
and  the  house  adjourned  at  eleven 
o'clock.  Mr.  Carvell  will  continue  tha 
debate.

MONTRBAL,  Nov.  20.— The  with-, 
drawal  of  the  defense  In  the  Hebert- 
Clouatre  marriage  case  was  formally 
filed  before  Judge  Arthur  when  court 
opened  this  morning.  Mr.  Hebert  stated 
thit  be  was  unable  to  continue  the  case 
owing  to  his  inability  to  meet  the  •«- 
penses.  He  therefore  withdrew  his  ob- 
jection to  Mrs.  Clouatre's  appeal,  and 
the  Ne  Temere  decree  cannot  be  tested 
In  court. 

Mr.  Walnwrlght.  counsel  for  Mrs. 
Clouatre.  raised  strong  objection  to  the 
dropping  of  the  case.  "This  case  should 
be  continued  in  the  interests  of  the 
public,"  he  said.  "It  involves  the  im- 
portant question  of  the  civil  status  of 
a  resident  of  this  province,  and  I  be- 
lieve it  should  be  heard  on  its  merits. 
This  move  will  leave  the  principals  in 
the  case  exactly  in  the  same  position 
that  they  were  before.  Their  marriage 
will  be  held  legal,  but  will  not  be  con- 
sidered legal  by  the  Roman  Catholic 
church.  The  object  of  the  case  now.  it 
appears  to  me.  is  tp  test  the  validity  of 
the  Ne  Temere  decree  in  this  province, 
where  no  decision  has  been  reached  ou 
this  point." 

Judge  Arthur  granted  permission  to 
withdraw,  and  in  all  probability  the 
final  hearing  on  the  oase  will  be  brief 
and  formal  judgment  will  be  rendered 
in  court.

Sh.-n  Si  is  probably  the  most  an'ti-for- 
eign  province  in  China  proper,  not  hav- 
ing received  a  lessen  at  the  hands  of 
the   foreign   troops  in   1»00. 

Highwaymen  in  Honan  attacked  and 
robbed  a  party  of  fugitive  missionaries, 
injuring  one  of  them.  Nowhere  else, 
apparently,  have  foreigners  been  at- 
tacked, (he  rebels  everywhere  giving 
them  protection,  but  It  is  feared  that 
lawlessness  must  increase.  The  Peking 
government  is  powerless  beyond  Honan 
and  Chi  LI.

A  few  days  ago  a  delegation  of  suf- 
fragettes interviewed  Premier  Asqulth 
ot  obtain  a  pledge  that  the  government 
would  undertake  to  pass  a  bill  giving 
equal  suffrage  to  both  sexes.  Premier 
Asqulth  declined  to  make  such  a  pledge, 
and  told  the  women  that  he  had  always 
been  opposed  to  woman  suffrage.  At  a 
subsequent  meeting  the  suffragettes  de- 
cided to  inaugurate  a  "war  of  demon- 
stration" in  parliament  square  on  No- 
vember 51.  They  have  summoned  all 
their  followers  and  male  sympathisers 
to  assemble  around  parliament  build- 
ings at  a  p.  m.  The  fact  that  the  gath- 
ering is  fixed  for  after  dark,  may  make 
unusual    trouble    for    the,  police.

The  only,  alternative   to   the   course  of 
action  on  which  they  had  decided  was 
the  reduction  of  the  already  low  sala- 
ries   or    of    the    number    of    the    staff, 
which    was    already      Inadequate      for 
such  sn  Institution.  Under  the  circum- 
stances he  and  Mr.  Scholeneld  had  de- 
cided  to   resign,   as   it   was   impossible 
for  them  to  administer  affairs  on  such 
a  low  appropriation.

ASQTJITH'S     WfllSOm. 

Mr.  Asquith's  Mansion  Houso 
speech,  delivered  on  I^ord  Mayor's 
day,  was  a  deliverance  of  more  than 
usual  Interest.  Brief  references  were 
made  to  It  In  the  cablegrams  of  the 
day,  and  the  fuller  reports  received 
since  show  the  first  minister  to  have 
well  attuned  his  observations  to  the 
spirit  of  the  nouse.  One  of  the  finest 
passages  was  his  reference  to  Mr.  Bal- 
four. He  said:  "It  will  be  long  before 
there  will  be  seen  a  man  In  the  fore- 
front of  polities — a  personality  invalu- 
able to  his  friends,  so  formidable  to  his 
|  foe,  so  Interesting  and  attractive  to 
friends  and  foes  alike — such  a  unique 
combination    of    gifts    and       powers    as 


which    the   British    soldiers     are   shown 
as  getting  the  worst  of  it.       We  do  not 
like  to  see  such     pictures     shown;  but 
what  can  be  done  about  It,  and  Is  there 
not  a  disposition  to  exaggerate  the  al- 
leged evil  and  Its  possible  resultsT       Is 
not    the    ground    of      complaint    at    the 
worst  only  temporary?

It  was  pretty 
bad    taate    to   send   such     pictures   Into 
Canada,  but  when  they  have  been  shown 
once  In  a  place  they  will  not  be  shown 
again,  and   in   a  few  days  every  person 
will   forget  having  seen   them.       At  the 
same    time    we    are    quite    In    sympathy 
with     those     who     think     such     pictures 
ought   not   to   be   shown   hero,    but     the 
remedy    rests    with     the    public.        The 
nature  of  the  films"  is  advertised,  and  if 
the  public   does    not   want   to   see   them 
It  can  stay  away  from  the  shows.     The 
truth   of   the   matter   is   that  the  public 
really  does  not  care  for  the  reason  that 
It  does  not  take  these  shows  at  all   ser- 
iously, and  does  not  concern  Itself    very 
much    what    pictures    are    shown    upon 
the    screen    as    long    as     they       display 
plenty  of  action  and  the  Alms  are  clear. 
The  Colonist   would  not   have   the  least 
hesitation    in    engaging    in    a    campaign 
against.  anti-Brltlsh  Alms,  If  one  seemed 
called    for.      but   as   yet    there  does   not 
seem  to  have  been  any  need  of  one  here,

We  are  unable  to  see  why  there 
should  be  any  discrimination  in  the 
matter  of  salaries  between  the  Judges 
of  Ontario  and  Quebec  and  those  of 
the  other  provinces,  and  especially  in 
the  case  of  the  Judges  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, seeing  how  much  higher  the 
cost  of  living  Is  in  this  province  than 
elsewhere  in  the  Dominion.

But  the 
laborer,  even  If  he  sttB  on  the  bench,  Is 
worthy  of  his  hire,  an  .  ur  Judges  are 
not  paid  in  proportion  to  the  Work 
they  do  and-  the  responsibility  they 
bear.

No  finer,  or  more  deserved,  compli- 
ment than  this  was  ever  paid  -y  one 
public  man  to  another.  Mr.  Asqulth 
next  spoke  of  the  Coronation,  which  he 
thought  was  a  demonstration  to  the 
world  "of  the  unity  of  a  great  state, 
of  the  continuity  of  its  history,  of  the 
assimilating  and  Incorporating  forces 
which  can  hold  together  a  world-wide 
Empire  by  ties  of  loyalty  and  liberty."

His  reference  to  recent  labor  differ- 
ences in  England  were  very  clear-cut.

He  defined  the 
duty  of  the  government  to  be  "to  ex- 
haust all  opportunities  to  provide  ma- 
chinery for  conciliation,  to  maintain 
order,  prevent  and  punish  violence,  se- 
cure the  public  against  stoppage  of 
supplies  and  the  dlspension  of  indis- 
pensable   services." 

"the  first  minister  regards  the  out- 
look abroad  as  serious,  and  he  men- 
tioned the  Chinese  revolution  and  the 
Turko-Italian  war  in  this  connection. 
He  was  careful  to  avoid  any  expres- 
sion of  opinion  In  regard  to  either  of 
these  movements,  but  expressed  the 
hope  that  the  time  is  not  distant  when 
the   latter  can   be  settled  by   mediation. 

In  respect  to  the  Morocco  settlement 
he  was  very  explicit  In  denying  that 
the  British  government  had  In  any 
way  interfered  between  France  and 
Germany.     On  this  point  he  said: 

"It  was  a  satisfaction  to  turn  to  the 
welcome  and  happy  conclusion  so  hon- 
orable to  the  statesmanship  of  two 
great  countries  of  the  negotiations  re- 
garding Morocco  between  France  and 
Germany.  The  settlement  was  a  relief 
to  Europe,  for  It  removed,  perhaps,  the 
greatest  obstacle  to  the  smooth  work- 
ing of  European  diplomacy.  Our  own 
gratification  at  these  happy  results  Is 
none  the  les.~  proud  and  sincere,  be- 
cause we  had  been  suspected  In  Irre- 
sponsible quarters  of  looking  coldly 
upon  the  negotiations,  and  even  of  a 
disposition  to  tamper  with  their  suc- 
cess." The  premier  declared  with 
great  emphasis  that  nothing  could  be 
f»irtih«r  fmm  th»  truth.  "There  was  no 
secret  about  the  aims  and  methods  of 
British  policy.  Where  British  lntar- 
ests  were  Involved,  It  was  our  business 
to  safeguard  them.  Where  treaty  ob- 
ligations came  In,  it  was  our  duty  to 
fulfil  them.  Where  we  established 
friendships  and  understandings,  wa 
sought  to  maintain  them  loyally  and 
intact:  but  our  friendships  are  neither 
exclusive  nor  jealous.  We  have  no 
cause  of  quarrel  with  any  nation,  nor, 
with  such  a  history  and  empire  as  our 
own,  had  we  any  disposition  to  curtail 
or  thwart  the  naturst  and  legitimate 
aspirations  of  others.  We  rtjolced  sin- 
cerely in  every  settlement,  which  re- 
moved upon  honorable  terms  outstand- 
ing differences,  which  cleared  the  mists 
of  understanding  from  th«*  Interna- 
tiona] atmosphere,  which  broadened  the 
foundations  of  peace  and  good  will  in 
rope  and   the   world  at   large."

cause    for   offence   along   those    lines. 

But  there  is  another  aspect  to  this 
case.  We  are  being  constantly  told 
that  Canadians  are  oelng  "Americaniz- 
ed" by  American  magazines  and  Am- 
erican movingnpicturea  It  is  all  non- 
sense. Nothing  of  the  kind  Is  taking 
place.  Some  vie! tor  from  the  Mother 
Country  sees  American  -  magazines  on 
the  news-stands  and  Jumps  at  the  con- 
clusion that  their  contents  are  calcul- 
ated to  "Ajner lean Ize"  the  people.  Ex- 
amination would  dispel  such  an  illu- 
sion. The  fiction  In  these  magazines  is 
too  utterly  frivolous,  as  a  rule;  to  In- 
fluence any  one;  the  serious  articles  are 
very  much  oftener  In  condemnation  of 
conditions  in  the  United  States  than 
laudatory  of  them.  With  a  great  deal 
of  familiarity  with  American  maga- 
zines we  reel  justified  In  saying  that 
they  are  not  likely  to  Have  any  effect 
whatever  upon  Canadian  opinion  unless 
perhaps  to  make  people  In  the  Domin- 
ion feel  glad  that  they  do  not  live  un- 
der the  Stars  and  Stripes.  The  cheaper 
English  magazines  have  a  wide  circula- 
tion 'in  this  country,  but  no  one  would 
seriously  allege  that  their  tendency  Is 
to  draw  the  people  of  the  Dominion  into 
closer  fellowship  with  Britain.  The 
object  of  all  the  cheaper  magazines  is 
chiefly  to  amuse:  their  contents  are 
of  the  most  ephemeral  nature,  and  we 
can  assure  the  Overseas  Club  that  Can- 
adian patriotism  is  of  too  rugged  a 
growth  to  be  affected  in  rarfy  way  by 
their  contents.  In  regard lo  the  mov- 
ing-picture shows,  it  is  not  as  Uie  Club 
seems  to  think,  a  lack  of  enterprise  or 
the  British  film  makers  that  keeps  their 
product  out  of  this  field.  The  produc- 
Hon  of  moving  picture  shows  Is  a  sim- 
ple matter  of  business.  It  would  not 
pay  Canadians  to  organize  for  the  pre- 
paration of  films  for  home  use  on  the 
extensive  scale  necessary  to  meet  the 
demand;  it  would  not  pay  the  British 
makers  to  undertake  to  control  the 
Canadian  field,  for  they  are  too  far 
away.  Canada  is  Included  in  American 
"circuits."  and  Is  likely  to  be  for  a  long 
time  to  come.  We  can  assure  the  Over- 
seas Club  that  If  there  Is  ever  a  real 
attempt  to  "Americanize"  the  people  of 
Canada  by  such  pictures,  the  Canadtltfn 
people  will  know  what  to  do.  In  the 
meantime  there  are  many  real  things 
that  call  for  attention,  and  one  of  them 
Is  the  notion,  now  so  much  in  evidence, 
that  Canadian  loyalty  to  the  Empire  is 
a  hot-house  plant  that  must  be  shielded 
from  every  slight  breeze,  that  may 
blow  across  the  international  boundary 
line.

At  certain  hours  of  the  day  the  street 
cars  are  very  crowded.  This  Is  a  good 
sign,  for  It  shows  that,  with  all  the 
additions  that  have  been  made  to  the 
rolling  stock,  the  service  is  not  equal 
to  the  demands  upon  It.  We  think  it 
may  be  assumed — at  least  we  hope  it 
may  be— that  when  the  Jordan  river 
power  plant  Is  in  operation,  all  the 
small  carg  now  in  use  will  be  taken 
off.  In  the  meantime  we  suppose  the 
public  must  put  up  with  things  as  they 
are.  But  there  are  evils  which  the 
public  and  the  tramway  company  oan 
do  to  Improve  present  conditions.  Pas- 
sengers should  learn  to  move  forward 
la  a  car  when  there  is  standing  room 
only.  The  unwillingness  of  Victorians 
to  do  this  would  seem  unique  if  It  were 
not  that  the  same  complaint  Is  made 
in  Vancouver.  But  the  fault  is  not 
wholly  with  the  passengers.  If  the 
company  would  make  it  a  rule  that 
passengers  shall  leave  the  car  at  the 
front  end  and  anter  from  the  rear  there 
would  cease  to  be  any  reason  for  per- 
sons standing  to  remain  at  the  rear 
end.

It  is  reported  from  Ottawa  that  Col. 
Hughes,  minister  of  militia,  will  ad- 
vise the  prime  minister  that  it  is  de- 
sirable to  permit  the  formation  of  a 
Sikh  regiment  of  militia  In  Vancouver, 
and  one  or  more  regiments  of  Gallclans 
and  other  foreign-born  Canadians  In 
Manitoba. 


Some  people  are  lamenting  because 
Canadians  consumed  5.43  gallons  of 
beer  per  head  last  year.  Of  course, 
this  la  a  good  deal  of  liquid,  but  when 
It  Is  recalled  that  the  people  of  the 
United  States  managed  to  drink  10.09 
gallons  during  the  same  period,  the 
people  of  the  United  Kingdom  21.41 
gallons,  the  Germans  26.47  gallons  and 
the  people  of  Belgium  56.20  gallons.  It 
will  have  to  be  admitted  that  the  peo- 
pe    of   Canada    were    not    very    thirsty. 


Dr.  Haanel.  of  the  mines  branch  of 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  has 
strongly  recommended  the  government 
to  take  such  steps  as  will  prevent  gold 
from  the  Tukan  being  carried  pant 
Vancouver  to  Seattle  and  San  Francis- 
co. He  does  not  propose  restrictive 
measures,  but  only  that  the  Vancouver 
Assay  Office  shall  be  put  upon  the  same 
footing  in  respect  to  charges  as  the  Ot- 
tawa mint  and  the  United  States  a«- 
say  offices  are.  We  shall  be  glad  to 
learn  that  effect  Is  given  to  this  rec- 
ommendation. 


The  Argonaut  is  responsible  for  the 
following  story,  which  we  tell  without 
prejudice.

Oak  Bay's  municipal  census,  taken 
with  such  commendable  promptitude, 
shows  that  In  a  population  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  1,600  the  Dominion  figures 
fell  over  200  short.  This  seems  to  us  an 
argument  why  a  municipal  census 
should  he  taken  In  Victoria.  The  gov- 
ernment count  gave  Oak  Bay  about  1,400 
people,  while  the  actual  enumeration 
should  have  been  1,639.  If  another,  and 
accurate  census  were  taken  In  the  city 
we  believe  that  the  proportionate  dis- 
crepancy would  he  found  to  be  iar 
greater  than  that  in  the  neighboring 
municipality. 


The  Dublin  correspondent  of  London

It  H 
true  thnt  .When,  as  in  the  Middle  West 
and  to  some  extent  in  our  own  pr  v- 
ince,  the  demand  for  teachers  exceeds 
the  supply,  a  system  of  temporary  cer- 
tificates has  been  inaugurated.

The  work  waa  done 
with  satisfaction,  and  when  the  second 
Lobnltz  vessel  arrives  and  is  ready  for 
work  the  deepening  of  the  harbor  will 
be  carried  on  with  speed.

OF  INTEREST  TO  WOMEN 


Common  sense,  combined  with  just 
ordinary  care,  should  suffice  to  Veep 
anybody  healthy  all  through  the  win- 
ter. Half  the  Illnesses  at  this  season 
are  due  to  Ignorance,  and  most  of  the 
remainder  to  carelessness,  or  to  the 
oppoHlte  condition— overcoddling.  Most 
business  girls  neglect  their  health 
shamefully.  In  winter,  especially,  they 
take  no  precautions  against  chill  and 
damp;  they  wear  thin  soled* shoes  and 
flimsy  underclothing,  and  then  grum- 
ble at  their  ill-luck  when  they  are 
laid  up  with   influenza. 

In  most  cases  they  have  entirely 
themselves  to  blame.  The  most  Impor- 
tant purchases  the  business  girl  who 
goes  out  to  walk  every  day  of  the 
week  has  to  make  at  the  beginning  of 
winter  is  a  good  thick  soled  pair  of 
boots.  Damp  feet  are  responsible  for 
a  good  deal  of  Illness  in  winter.  Few 
girls  realise  that  ttteir  health  and 
looks  depend  very  much  upon  their 
footgear.  Thin  stockings  and  paper 
soles  mean  pallor  of  the  face  and  red 
noBes.  Cold  feet  make  many  a  wo- 
man  cross  and   Irritable  and     out     of 


sorts,  although  she  does  not  know  the 
reason   why. 

In  the  second  place,  woollen  under- 
clothing next  the  skin  Is  essential  to 
good  health  in  winter,  and  It  may 
sound  a  little  contradictory  to  assert 
that  many  people  get  a,  chill  In  win- 
ter by  overclothlng.  Heavy  overcoats 
are  a  potent  source  of  Illness  at  this 
season.  Why?  Because  we  wear  them 
at  the  wrong  time,  and  although  men 
are  worse  offenders  than  women  In 
respect  to  overcoats  we,  one  and  all, 
are  Inclined  to  think  that  more  coats 
and  wraps  and  furs  we  can  wear,  the 
better    we    can    guard    against    cold. 

What   Is   the   result? 

We  hurry  along  In  heavy  outdoor 
things;  we  get  overheated,  and  ar- 
rive  at   our   destination,    and   then    we 


Immediately  begin  to  disrobe— to  take 
off  our  ceats  because  we  are  Indoors. 
We  cool  at  express- speed,  and  develop 
a  chill  when  the  body  temperature 
gets   down    to  a   certain   point. 

The  right  time  to  wrap  up  Is  when 
we  are  sitting  still'  lh'  car  or  train.  In 
a  chilly  ofnce  or  insufficiently- heatud 
church;  not  when  we  are  walking 
briskly  and  generating  heat  by  bodily 
exero!«e.  A  heavy  coat  under  these 
conditions  supply  •  oyer-fatlgues  and 
over- heats. 

The  careful  girl,  who  wishes  to  es- 
cape illness  during  the  dark  days  of 
the  year,  attendB  t,o  her  clothes,,  does 
her  best  to  avoid  unnecessary  ex- 
posure to  damp  and  under  no  circum- 
stances goes  In  for  undue  coddling.  It 
is  those   people   who  prefer   to   alt   by 


the  fire  with  a  novel.  Instead  of  a 
good  healthy  walk  In  cold  weather, 
who  contract  colds  and  sore  throats, 
Influenza  or  bronchitis,  at  every  op- 
portunity. The  hothouss  type  of  per- 
son ca*n  never  depend  ^upon  good 
health. 

It  Is  not  rain,  or  cold  weather  that 
Is  directly  harmful  and  liable  to 
cause  Illness.  Even  wet  clothes  and 
wet  feet  are  of  very  little  importance 
If  you  are  walking  all  the  time  to  keep 
warm,  an.d  are  careful  to  change 
whenever  you  come  indoors,  of  course 
It  is  fatal  to  sit  about  In  wet  things- 
it  is  always  most  Important  that  the 
feet  should  be  kept  warm  and  dry. 

An  open  window,  night  and  day,  is 
absolutely  essential  tf  we  are  to  keep 
well    in    winter.      Stuffy    homes    bring 


disease  Inevitably;  we  can  only 
breathe  foul  air""  for  a  definite  time 
with  Impurity.  In  every  room  one 
window  should  be  open  a  couple  of 
Inches  at  the  top  by  night  as  well  as 
day.  This  provides  the  lungs  with 
pure  air,  which  acts  as  a  tonic  to  the 
lungs.

There  are  many 
Miiliterranean  harhors  with  nothing  like 
the  amount  of  ttiule  which  Victoria  en- 
Joys  nt  present,  which  have  provided 
good  harbors  by  means  of  constructing 
breakwaters.  The  breakwater  at  CSenoa 
is  approximately    8,000   feet  In   length. 

The  location  of  the  proposed  break- 
waters to  enclose  a  harbor  at  Victoria 
offer  none  of  the  engineering  difficulties 
which  have  had  to  he  met  at  many  of 
these  Mediterranean  harbors.  At  Genoa, 
for  Instance,  there  is  a  fetch  of  about 
600  miles  for  wave  action.  Sir  John 
Jgekaon,  the  noted  harbor  engineer,  who 
visited  Victoria  a  short  time  ago  looked 
o\cr  the  proposed  site,  ami  said  no  diffi- 
culties offered  whatever  for  the  con- 
struction of  breakwaters  to  enclose  a 
good  harbor.

Mr.  Henry  Phillips,  the  secretary  of 
th»  G.  T.  P.  railway  and  subsidiary  com- 
panies, was  a  passenger  on  the  Prince 
Rupert  from  Vancouver,  lie  le  making 
his  annual  tour  of  Inspection.  Mr.  W. 
P.  Hlnton,  general  passenger  agent,  ac- 
companied  him   to   the  coast. 

The  Prince  Rupert  encountered  rough 
weather  on  the  way  south.

The  tenre  Joint  vrr-r,  badly  swollen  from 
Inflammation  when  the  bark  reached  the 
North  Bank  dock  and  the  Injured  man 
was  placed  under  the  care  of  a  physi- 
cian. 

Ooude  was  hit  by  the  wave  In  such  a 
manner  that  his  shoes  were  torn  from 
his  feet,  and  he  has  not  aeen  them  since. 
The  comber  smashed  In  the  chart-room 
door  and  splintered  It  Jnto  kindling  wood. 
A  section  of  the  rail  was  bent  and  the 
skylights  wereydinttereil.  Wuter  poue»d 
Into  the  cabin,  and  In  s  moment  It  was 
il led.
